St'OLELLAN. 


The country was etattled this morning 


by the announcement that 
General 


Goorgo B. MflCleilan died suddenly at 
Lis home in New Jersey, of heart dis. 
ease. This sad news created nurprise, 
booanse the general was thought to enjoy 
good health, and in fact he had for 
many years, tbe disease which ended'hie 
life so suddenly, not giving him any 
apparent trouble. 


General MoOIellan was not, in the 


true sense, a firoat man. In early life he 
was aurroutded by favorable • circum- 
stances, and was gradnoted from the 
University of Pennsylvania, Jin 18-12, and 
from West Point in 1S1G. Ho .served in 
the Mexican war with distinction lor 
an officer so young in. years. He filled 
many important positions as engineer 
in the roRUlar armys both in the south 
long before tbe war, and on the 'Pacific 
coast. In 1855 ho was nont to Europe 
to study the organization of European 
armies and to witness tbe war in Crimea. 
He rose rapidly to high rank in the \rnr 
of the rebellion, and in 1862 became 
commander ot tho armies of the Potomac. 
In many respects ho was a popular com- 
mander, especially with, the rank and 
flle, aud could organize a .magnificent 
armj, but did not have the daring fight- 
ing qualities ot 
Grant, Sherman or 


Sheridan. He had 
splendid opportu- 


nities 
to 
gam 
achievements 


that 
would 
have 
made 
him 


the forainost captain of the ace, bat his 
over-oantion and lack of push and cour- 
age in a trying campaign, permitted 
others to take the glory that might easily 
bars been wou by himself. He therefore 
pained no groat victories, and did not 
impress the country witb his greatness as 
a fighting general. In his movements 
ho was slow and in his fighting he was 
timid, and these lost him many oppor- 
tunities to rank in honorable service all 
other generals of the aimies. Failure 
after failure was hm nusturtune, until 
the government found it necessary to 
suporcode him which was done in 1864. 
No one doubted General 
MoClellan's 


loyalty, or his desire to see tLe govern- 
ment triumph over treason and rebel- 
lion, bat it was his methods that com- 
pelled the administration to relieve him 
ot hin magnificent command. 


He easily became a tool of the peace 


democrats, and in 1881 was inlluenced to 
accept the nomination for the presidency 
on a platform which pronounced tbe war 
a failure. In the midst of the mightiest 
struggle for self-preservation, a nation 
ever engaged in, this was an unfortunate 
step for MoOlclIan. Tlio poopio were 
in no temper to be trifled with. There 
was a mortal combat going on between 
the friends of the Union and the slave 
power, and the former wanted no ni<l
